An Edmonton) despatch states 
that investigation has proved that 
quantities of fo:maldehyde used in 
killing smut in grain seed was treat- 
ed eo that it would kill germination, 
turns out to be only another scare 
report. Careful tests made of seed 
treated with the formaline show 
that the fgermiation qualities are 


impaired.
